DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 14-20 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claim 14, 
the primary reason for the allowance of the claim is to the specific limitation as to the step of 
providing access to electrical contact points within a portion of a region of interest of a circuit 
board when the circuit board is being contacted by a contact element. Since claims 15-20 depend 
off of claim 14, they are also allowed. 

The closes prior art to the claimed invention is Woith et al (5461326). Despite that Woith 
et al do disclose [see Fig. 1] a circuit board (represented as membrane 12), a contact element 
(represented as pivot post 68) and a region of interest (represented as the combination of pressure 
plate 30 and elastomer 31), they do not disclose the above statement for the mere fact that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be able to access electrical contact points within the region of 
interest shown in Woith et al.
